A fundamental requisite of social 
efficiency I» o High standard of Individual 
energy and excellence, but this Is In no- 
wise inconsistent with power to act In 
combination for alms which cannot so 
well be achieved by tho individual acting 
alone. A fundamental base o£ civilization ) (yn 
Is tho Inviolability of property; but this is 
«™, 


In nowise Inconsistent with tho right of 
society to regulate tho exercise* of tho 
artificial powers which It confers upon the 
owners of property under tho name of cor- 
porate franchises In such a way as to 
prevent the misuse of these powers. Cor- 
, potations, and especially combinations of 
corporations, should bo managed under 
public regulation. Experience has shown 
that under our s>Btem o£ government tho 
necessary supervision cannot bo obtained 
by state action. 
It must therefore bo 


achieved by national action. Our aim Is 
not to do away with corporations. On tho 
contrary. th«s.o big aggregations aro an 
Inevitable development of modern Indus- 
trialism, and che effort to destroy them 
would be futile unless accomplished in 
ways that wojltl work the utmost mis- 
chK-f to the entire body politic. Wo can 
do nothing of good In tlie way of regulat- 
ing and supervising those corporations 
until -we ax clearly In oar minds that we 
are not attacking the corporations, but 
endeavoring to do away -with uny evil In 
them. 
Wo are. not hostilo to them.

are merely determined that they sha.l bo 
so handled as to subsorva the public.good.

So much have our people felt this that In 
tho Piatt amendment we definitely toolc 
the ground that Cuba must hereafter havo 
closer political relations with us than with 
any other power. Thus In a sense Cuba 
has become n part oE our International 
political system. This makes It necessary 
that in return she should-bo given some of 
the benenta ot becoming part of our eco- 
nomic system. It 13, from our own stand- 
Eoint, a shortsighted and mischievous pol- 
:y to fail to recognize this need. More- 
over, it is unworthy of a mighty and ffon- 
erous nation, itself the greatest and most 
successful republic Jn history, to refuse to 
stretch out a helping hand to a young and 
•weak sister republic Just entering1 upon 
Us career of independence. We should al- 
ways fearlessly Insist upon our rights In 
tho face of tho strong, and wo should with 
ungrudging hand do our generous duly 
by the weak. I urge th* adoption ot reci- 
procity -with Cuba not only because Jt la 
eminently for our own Interests to control 
the Cuban market and by avery means to 
foeter our Supremacy- In th* tropical lands 
and waters south of un, but aluo became 
we of the giant republic of .the north 
should make all our sister nations ot tho 
American continent feel that whenever 
they tvlU permit it we deviro to sho'wour- 
nelves disinterestedly and efC«cUvoIy their 
friend. 
A convention with Great Britain hou 
been concluded, which will be nt onco laid 
before the senate for ratification, provid- 
ing tor reciprocal trade arrangements be- 
tween the United Statee and Newfound- 
land on subotRntially the lines of the con- 
vention formerly ntiErotiated by tha secre- 
tary of Htato, Mr. BlaJna, I bcU«ve recip- 
rocal trade relations will bo greatly to tha 
advantage of both countries. 
As civilization grows warfare becomes 
leas and loss tho normal condition of for- 
cltrn relations. 
The last century has 
seen a- marked diminution of -wars be- 
tween civilized powers. 
"VVara with un- 
civilized powers aro lorcrly more matters 
ot International police duty, essential for 
the welfare of tho world. Wborover pos- 
sible arbitration or .some similar method 
should be employed in lieu ot war to settle 
difficulties between civilized nations, al- 
though as yet the world has no; pro- 
ET6s*ed sufficiently to render it poenib3o 
or-neeesBarUy desirable, to Invoke aibltra- 
tlon in every ctis«. The formation of the 
International tribunal which sits at Tho 
Hapuo is an ovont of good omen from 
which great consequoncea for the welfare 
of a.11 mankind raa.y How. It is far better 
where possible to Invoke euch a perma- 
nent tribunal ihan to create special arbi- 
trators for a given purpose. 
It is a matter of sincere congratulation 
to our country that tho United Btatca and 
Mexico should have been the firm to uie 
the good oftlce-9 of Tho Hague court. Thl* 
won dunt» laot summer with most saiia- 
factorv retrulta in tho case of a claim at 
>jsue between us anil our sinter republic. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that thte first 
case will servo aa a precedent for others, 
in which not only the United Si a tea but 
foreign nations may take advantage of 
the machinery already In existence at 
The Hague. 
1 commend to the favonbl* considera- 


tion of the congress tho Hawaiian flro 
cltpima. which w«ro the subject of careful 
investigation during tho last ncaslon. 
The congress haa wisely provided Ihnt 
we shall build at once in Isthmian canal.

To hurry mat- 
ters, to so faster than wo aro cow going, 
would entail calamity on tho people of 
the Islands. No policy over entered Jnto 
by the American people has vindicated It- 
sell In more signal manner than tho poli- 
cy of holding tho Philippine*.

of our laws and principles, haa come soon- 
er than we had any right to expect. Too 
much praise cannot bo given to the army 
for what it h«3 done Jn thn Philippines, 
both In warf.iro and from an admlnintra- 
livo standpoint.
